Kicb Ledge of tiold Bearing Ore 


Uncovered, 


SAN FUAKCIBOO, August 18.—News has 


reached this city tbat a ledge of gold 
bearing ore five feet wide aud of a 
length that cannot be estimated was 
struck last night in a mine fifteen miles 
northeast of Mariposa, which ia owned 
and operated by Fred Jacobs, George 
W. JJaker, James Stephens, W. B. 
Hooper, John J?. Sheehan, H. B. Par- 
sons, S. K. Thornton and others. They 
estimate now that thair holding is worth 
a great deal more than $1,000,000. A 
hundred tons of rich ore is in sight and 
the ledge gives evidence to the engineer 
on tho ground of improvement as it is 
opened. It is estimated that there is at 
least $80,000 in sight.

The promioewao not faith- 
fully kept, however, and the old Meada 
cannery, which has since burned down, 
and a few dwellings were built on the 
line of too road just west of the milro d 
in the city. Some of the colonists re- 
monstrated , hub they accomplished 
nothing, aa the supervisors established 
the highway around the corners of these 
propettiea.

tinuance of those portions of the wa;
